usan Howe, daughter of Robert 
S (Bob) Bishop, passed away 

July, 2021. She helped Bob and 
his wife Cam host MLS meetings at 
their home in Port Angles, WA for 
many years. Bob, known as The Old 
Projectionist, aka TOP, wrote at least 
46 articles for the MLS Bulletin and 
the MLS Gazette, with his stories 
published in several books, and 
was well know for his oft repeated 
performances of The Last Magic 
Lantern Show. Bob was considered 
the grandfather of the MLS as he 
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helped inspire Joe and Alice Koch to create the 
Society. Some of Bob’s stories can be found 
under the non-de-plume Bombaste Duplex and 
he often he consorted with the “Old D’ Jinn” of 
the lantern.

How to Make Lantern Slides 


A ereat many persons who have 
magic lanterns do not use them very 
much, for after the slides have been 
shown a few times, they hecome unin- 
teresting, and buying new ones or even 
making them from photographic nega- 
Livers Ts expense, Bait ly the ovet}ical 
described in the following paragraph 
any one can make new and interesting 
slides in a few minutes’ time and at a 
very small cost. 

Secure a number of glass platca of 
the size that will ft your lantern and 
clean them on both sides. Dissolve a 
piece of white rosin in a hali-pint of 
rasoling and flow it over one side of 
the plates and allow to dry. Place the 
dried plate over a picture you wish to 
reproduce and draw the outline upon 
the thin film, A lead pencil, pen and 
ink or colored crayons can be used, as 
the rosin amd gasoline give a suriace 
that can be written upon as casily as 
upon paper. When the slide becomes 
uninteresting it can be cleaned with a 
littl: clear gasoline and used again to 
make another slide, A slide can be made 
in this way in five minutes and an tn- 
teresting outline picture in even less 
tune than that. 

This solution also makes an ideal re- 
touching varnish for negatives.—Con- 
tributed by J. E. Noble, Toronty, 
Canada.
